He said he had 
always defended the course of the 
cdminlvtration and had believed in 
expansion, but when it came to orden 
tuch as had been Issued by Genera! 
Smith, humanity 
seemed to have 


marched backward. 
"I hare heard 


of Timor the Tartar and of the Sara- 
cen scourge, but. thank God. it took 
eighteen centuries after Calvary to 
produce a General Smith." 


He declared that 
General Smith 


should be discharged 
in disgrsce. 


"He admits he issued the orders to 
mak* Samar a howling wilderness." 
said Xr. Sibley, "and to kill all over 
ten years of age. Such a man thould 
not be permitted to stay in the army 
until tbe sun goes down- He it a 
disgrace not only to himself, but to 
every man who weirs the uniform of 
his country. 
No man can Justify 


such orders, no matter how adroit 
may be the plea of his lawyers and 
defenders. He admits he issued the 
orders snd I hop* there Is enough 
courage, patriotism and Christianity 
at th* other end of the avenue to see 
that he it stripped of hit uniform 
within forty-eight hours."

INTO A FREIGHT TRAIN. 


The excursion train was returning 
rom Rome City with about 125 pas- 
ingers and it crashed into the side 
f freight train No. 23 at the south 
ntrance of the Wallen siding, 
lies out from Fort Wayne. The im- 
act waa of sufficient force to upse 
he engine and four freight cars and

TRIAL OF GENERAL SMITH. 


Manila. April 28.—The trial by 


court martial of Gen. Jacob H. Smith 
on the charge of conduct prejudicial 
to good order and discipline, was re- 
turned here today. Major Littleton 
W. T. Waller, of tbe marine corps, 
testified to receiving from General 
Smith the orden to "kill and burn' 
and render Samar "a howling wilder- 
ness." previoutly referred to In these 
dispatches. The natives of Samar, 
slid Major Waller, were more treach- 
erous and implacable than the tribes- 
men of the Soudsn. Without General 
Smith's 
drastic measure* the war 


there would not have been ended ye*. 
General Smith never Intended fil- 
ing women or children. 


Corporal Pritchsrd, of the Ninth 


Infantry, who took part In the-vght 
at Gandara. teitrfied that hesawboys 
of twelve years of age fighting and 
slashing with bolos. 


Sergeant Bonicastle. of the Ninth 


infantry, an Apache, testified regard- 
ing Capt. P. K. Schoeffel's fight In 
Dapdap, province of Samar, against 
Dios Dios fanatics.

massacre, described that disaster, in- 
cluding the mutilation of the Ameri- 
can dead by the Samar natives. 


Five men of the constabulary have

numbers on the violin. Miss Alvira 
Scott, daughter of the director, gave 
with fine effect a declamation en- 
titled. "The Signing of the. Parch- 
ment." referring to the accouchement 
of the Declaration of Independence, 
and afterwards followed with a reci- 
tation In verse.
